District No. 1—The Summer Terin,when fiist visited 
was found well reculated 5 and at the close there was 
gratifying evidence of improvement. Although there 
was a deplorable variety of text books, yet the teacher 
was energetic and faithful, and kept the standard of 
good goverfinent reared up. [Ll have personally to 
remark that , this school is now, what it should long 
since have been, the first in towa, The acceptable 
laborsef Mr. Marden, perfected by such services from 
Mr. Sibley as few district schools can secure, ought to 
convince the most unobserving that, a litle, Ail sO 
as to be thoroughly mastered, based on good disc ‘ipline 
ig preferable to a long exhibit of pages, or multiphed 
weeks. That large class in Quackenbos’ Primary 
Arithmetic was a model to. be’ emulatedaaaa a PIE eg 

District No. 2—The teacher of the Sunimer term 1s 
a thorough scholar, understands her business and kept 
an excellent school. The Winter terin, when first 
visited, presented a commendable aspect, although 
auder the charge of an inexperienced teacher; but in 
its progress aad termination proved deficient both in 
discipline and AECURRO An extraordinary lapsus of 
judgment, to say the teast, was exhibited in putting 
a gitl of fifteen in charge ef a school of the size and ad- 
vancement of this—albeit her book knowledge was 
ample, and she labored to the full extent of her abili- 
ty. Ist Prize, Miss Julia A. Foss ; 2d Master Willard

District No. 3—But one term for the year. The

The Winter term was taught by an excellent teach- 
er, who bas had quite an awerantic 2G experience, and 
whose services were very highly appreciated in this 
district last Winter. There were at the clese of the 
term, evidences of prouress ; afd yet the school did aoe 
in full, eet the expectations of the district. 
| Diaiict No. 6. Bat one term, (aught by an expe- 
rienced and theroushly effigient ieacher, who gave 
‘proofs of her aptitude and of ler inet tel, Avoral and 
piyscical ability to manage a school, with an eye sin- 
ple? to its besi “interests. Miss Clark labored under 
soe discouraging embarrassments, added to the worst 
‘coafusion of text books in town, sickness caused much 
itvegularity of attendance and disruption of classes. 
Yet even ther, the school was se much ef a success as 
few could have acheived. , 

District No. 7--One school for the year. The 
teacher bas earned a good reputation, ber work in the 
echool room in town = the past year bearing © testinid- 
ny to this fact. Zealous in all branches, hes pupils- 
were interested and really attained proficiency. The

school-house in this district’ bears ample tesiimony to 
the imterest the citizens take in ther school. Ht is in 
the best order in town,.aod we name this fact for emu- 
Jation. 

District No. S—The Summer term was broken uy 
by the sickness and altimate death of the teacher. 
The school was acceptably finished. With the Win- 
fer term we were somewhat disapovinted, and that 
agreeably, by the proofs of correct teaching and good 
progress Perlraps if the teacher bad exhibited a 
bizher standard of personal dignity, an even greater 
success would have attended her efforts. 


District No. J—Azgain only one term, but this was 
taught by a lady who bas approved herself to be the 
right one in the right place, when in tho scheol-room 
m the capacity of teacher, Your committee earnestly 
sugvest that the labors of such teachers be continually 
secured for our ewn’sebools. ‘This school was found 
m a prosperous condition when first visited, and was 
successful 1 Hs operations tll its close.~ A class ip 
arithmetic deserves especial commendation. We de- 
precate’ the apathy whigh leaves the house wnfarnished 
with that most neeessary appliance cf even the rudi- 
ments of civilization--—a blackboard. 

District No. 1}—One school, and the teacher's «first 
effort, but it was in every respect a successful one. 
Good order, judicious rules, and promptness in recita- 
tions elra,acterized the school when first visited. ~At 
its close there were evidences that the teacher had 
been faithful and energetic in the discharge of her du- 
ties. Let us retain retain, reward and encourage our 
own promising young teachers. 


District No. 12—This school, at its commencement, 
was found in a well regulated condition, and a com- 


15 
mendable degree of improvement was manifested on 
the part of the pupils at its termination. 
GENERAL REMARKS . 

Our pupils are as bright, as intellectual and as book 
loving, as those of neighboring towns, but numerous 
causes have depressed ous scohols. Some of these 
can be reached and rectified——if our people will it—. 
We have labo.ed assiduously to ascertain our needs, 
aud inaugurate measures of improvement. Shall they 
be seconded and-susiained ? 

THE DISTRICP REGISTER. . 

Some are models of correctness, some barely passa- 
ble, some positively deficient, and, occasionally, are 
not retursced at all A> carefal examination of our 
table of statistics will readily classify them. No. 4, of 
our Summer schools, made the only fall, legal return 
cf all the requived facts. Teachers should understand 
that they can not legally collect their pay until the re- 
ports of their respective schools ane made out in all 
the items, and returned. See art. 12, p. 1, of the 
registers, Such delinguincies can and Baal i reme- 
died in the future. 

TEXT BOOKS. 

A bewildering labyrinth ; authors and systems jum- 
bled into a perfect maze of confusion. In three, the 
most pressing, we have Jaid the foundation for a radical 
reform. in grammar, we have ordereda d'scontinu- 
ance of all ee in favor of “ Smith’s New grammar,” 
and placed that incomparable book within cheap and 
easy reach of all. As by Statute Law this can not be 
changed for at least three years, we trust all’ will sec- 
ond our efforts by securing this work —and no. other. 

In arithmetic, we have absolutely prohibited Eaton, 
in all grades, a book we place in the same category of 
indescribable badness as the Wells and Qaackenbos

grammar,We enjoin Greenleaf or Quackenbes, and our 
successors of three years hence can decide between 
them, with both (last editions) we are saticfied as text 
baoks. “Exclude al] others 15 all grades. : 
' [n Geography, one more united effort will vive us 
Cornel’s splendid series complet —a consumation to be 
wished. Without whims or hobbies, the work is well 
high perfect, and almost uniform in this whole valley. 

Soi reading, our old books, theugh good in ‘their day, 
have been used ull they have lost their vitality: Ofall 
the new candidates, we decidedly recomend Hillard’s 
seties. Scott’s splendid U.S. History is worthy’ fur- 
ther examination.” Other branches must be left to the 
discrimination, zeal and jadginent of our successors. 
Uniformity of text books, and those the best, is a sub- * 
ject the importance of which none but a practical 
teacher can properly estimate — Out of absolute chaos: 
this reform can be wrought only by a continuous and 
enlightened effort steadily directed! for three or four 
yeari. iti 

CLASSIFICATION 

To this subject we have devoted much thought and 
labor, and to some degree with success. We ‘bespeak 
of our successors to carry on this needed reform step by 
step and year by year, ull our townsof Thornton shall 
rank with the most favoved, Why should it not ? But it 
will require energetic, consecutive effort. pn 

| PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEES. 

Teachers are held alike by parents and superintend. 
ents to a redsonably faithful discharge of their duties 
—and rightly. Now, on what principle of equity do 
the prudential committees avoid a public investigation 
of the discharge of their dnties ? We think we have 
made an important advance on the old system by put- 
ting these officer’s names where they may be inquired

of, Their duties, for the most part, have beenperformed 
about up to the old routine standard of doing as little 
as possible. No. 2 is a noteworthy exception, Here 
our subordinate came right up to our side visited the 
schools, and gave the 2d prize, Dr. Worcester’s School 
Dictionary, as an incentive to diligence in the Winter 
school. Let it be for an example:
